Fight Planned on Lower Rail 
Rates for Meat Moving West 


SAN FRANCISCO The West's 
livestock feed industry is _ being 
threatened by the refusal of western 
railroads to heed pleas for mainte- 
nance of the established relationship 
between freight rates on fresh meat 
and rates on livestock, E. Floyd 
Forbes of San Francisco, president of 
the Western States Meat Packers 
Assn., has charged. 

The industry is threatened with dis- 
astrous economic dislocation by a 
proposed change in the freight rates 
Mr. Forbes said 

The rate change, on which all west- 
ern railroads have agreed, is ex- 
pected to be announced soon and will 
become effective 30 days thereafter 
The westbound rates on fresh meats 
and packinghouse products would be 
reduced between midwest points of 
origin and the Pacific Coast by 30¢ 
100 lb. below prevailing truck rates 
The railroads, Mr. Forbes charged, 
hope thereby to regain meat business 
lost to trucking competition. 

Without a commensurate reduction 
in the westbound rates on livestock, 
which the railroads have refused, this 
rate change, Mr. Forbes said, will 
force many packers and cattle feeders 
out of business, deprive western cat-

They record the 
failures in the feed business that occurred in 1956 and previous years, and 
they merit more than a glance 


from the article right now:

Just for its shock value we'll quote a figur« 
Failures among feed manufacturers were up 100% 


year, Sounds pretty fierce, doesn’t it? 

Actually, the business failure picture was not as bad as this percentage 
figure implic There were eight failures in 1956, as recorded by Dun & 
Bradstreet, while the year before there were four. And the amount of loss 
to creditors as a result of these failures was almost 50% lower last year 
than in the previous year. Losses to creditors of the no-longer-with-us 
manufacturers totaled $649,000 in 1956, compared with $1,281,000 in 1955 


The loss to creditors in 1955 was the highest reported in this set of figures, 
which goes back to 1941. The greatest number of failures occurred in 1949, 
when 11 feed manufacturers failed 

Not as many retailers of feed and farm supplies failed in 1956 as in the 
previous year—31 as compared with 42, And losses to creditors dropped 53% 
from $1,359,000 to $634,000. Retail feed and farm supply failures, by the way,

The figures, in other words, do not tell the whole statistical story of business 
troubles, but they tell a great deal about the more serious ones. 

While box scores are always interesting to followers of the game, even 
in mid-season, the information that surrounds the figures usually provokes 
thinking a great deal more. The reasons for the failures are the meat of this 
report, While the number failures the feed is too small to 
break down for separate study, an analysis has been made of causes of failures 
in all businesses. Study of these certainly could be valuable in checking one’s 
operations and may even help a fellow’s business avoid becoming one of the 
numbers in these tabulations if there’s any danger of that happening

The formula feed business appeared to be steady and mainly unchanged 
in the central area of the U.S. but there were reports of lagging feed sales 
in the eastern and western states. Slightly increased strength was shown 
by broiler prices, although feed sales to broiler growers were at disappointing 
levels in many states. Rains continued plentiful in most sections of the U.S. 
and feed grain crops were mainly in good condition. The new crop feed 
grains in the South, however, showed inferior quality as a result of excessive 
rains. There was little or no change in formula feed prices. The index number 
of wholesale feedstuff prices was 76 compared with 76.4 a week earlier and 
83.5 a year ago. The feed grain index at 73.7 was .5 above the previous week 
and compared with 83.7 a year earlier, (Ingredient details on pages 66-68.)

He explained the new labels for 
medicated feeds which were worked 
out by industry and federal and state 
officials. In Montana, it is 
that feed manufacturers will 
the new labels as soon as possi 
ble, and starting next Jan. 1, they 
will be expected to do so 

Montana will have a new form for 
registration of feed. It will use only 
one sheet on which will be listed all 
of the feeds to be registered under 
brand. On additional sheets, the 
registrant will attach labels or fac- 
similes for the feeds listed the 
initial sheet. At present, said Mr 
Wetherell, 22 states have approved 
this new registration procedure. The 
new procedure will be put into effect 
in Montana when the current regis- 
tration period ends 

He went on to outline changes 
which the feed control officials have 
made in resolutions and regulations 
he said, are: (1) The 
guarantees for calories or 
digestible nutrients on feed 
shall be discouraged. (2) The 
a guarantee for nitrogen free 
shall be discouraged when 
not in conflict with 
existing state laws. (3) Label guar 
antees for crude protein, crude fat 
and crude fiber shall not be required 
for molasses.

Regarding methods, Mr. Cherbon- 
nier said bulk handling and storage 
of feed are “moving rapidly to many 
farms and ranches.” 

“Portable grinding and mixing 
units are being installed by many 
feed dealers in the grain surplus 
areas,”” he continued. “In my opinion, 
it is a question as to how far these 
frontiersmen can go without meeting 
the dangerous Indian tribe called 
‘too much competition.’ It seems 
pretty well proven that these units 
must operate on established routes. 
They must have an able and efficient 
operator and the sale of supplements 
is essential at the grinding rates 
usually charged.” 

In connection with “men,” Mr. 
Cherbonnier stressed the importance 
of training. “Where,” he asked, “will 
the feed man get the training that 
will enable him to be of the greatest 
possible service to agriculture?” He 
said more colleges are recognizing 
feed people and their training as an 
important contribution to agricul- 
ture, and he noted that some colleges 
are doing it in a formal way. 

Feeding Dairy Cattle: Dr. T. H. 
Blosser of Washington State College 
pointed out that feed men can do 
both dairymen and themselves a good 
turn by encouraging some sort of 
milk and/or fat production record- 
keeping which enables farmers to 
eliminate “boarder” cows and feed 
the balance of the herd more accur- 
ately and profitably 

Discussing nutritional and econom- 
ic considerations in feeding dairy 
cattle, Dr. Blosser mentioned factors 
to consider in grain feeding levels 
as cost of grain, cost of rough- 
age, quality of roughage, inherent 
producing capacity of the cow and 
price of milk. 

Under nearly all conditions with 
milk, hay and grain priced as they 
are now, it will pay to feed some 
grain to average dairy cows, Dr. 
Blosser said. But more grain can be 
profitably fed with poor roughage 
With each cow in the herd, it will 
pay to increase grain fed up to that 
point where an additional pound of 
grain will not be paid for by an in- 
crease in milk production which 
more than pays for the grain. 

Urea for Dairy Cattle: Commercial 
aspects of and nutrition research on 
the use of urea as a source of pro- 
tein for dairy cattle were discussed 
by Dr. D. F. Green, Nitrogen Divi- 
sion, Allied Chemical & Dye Corp., 
New York. Dr. Green mentioned the 
possibility of using urea in Montana, 


such 





for example, to help balance avail- 
able grain in feeding dairy cows. 

He noted that much of the rumi- 
nant nutrition knowledge developed 
recently has come from work with 
growing and fattening animals, but 
feed manufacturers are taking ad- 
vantage of this in dairy feeding. He 
said this is illustrated by a growing 
practice in some dairy states, where 
many offer 50% protein mixing con- 
centrates properly fortified with min- 
erals so that farmers can make max- 
imum use of grain they produce. 

tefore getting into experimental 
data with urea for dairy cows, Dr. 
Green mentioned various other rumi- 
nant studies. This included the work 
showing how corn cobs could be used 
in cattle feeding. Continuing, he men- 
tioned Michigan work where dairy 
cows were fed a 20.8% crude protein 
grain mixture and various propor- 
tions of ground corn cobs. 

Dr. Green reviewed various studies 
on the use of urea in milking‘rations. 

Summarizing, he said: “Several of 
the studies have employed urea and 
a grain for a complete replacement 
of an oil meal or other complex pro- 
tein source. To do so has required 
the use of 2 or 3% urea in the dairy 
concentrate as fed 

“There has been suggestive evi- 
dence that such substitutions have 
produced rations that are nearly bor- 
derline in some nutrient. Sometimes 
phosphorus levels have not been ad- 
justed nor have allowances been 
made for trace minerals that are 
carried by the oil meals. In contrast, 
it has become a standard practice in 
the feed industry to include 5 or 6 of 
the trace minerals in the ruminant 
feeds. 

“The growing acceptance of urea- 
containing feeds in the major dairy 
states indicates general satisfaction 
with these modern feeds that take 
advantage of the latest nutritional 
knowledge. It was also illustrated 
that commercial feeds do not place 
as much stress upon urea as a source 
of protein as has been done in some 
of the experimental studies.” 

Antibiotics for Ruminants: Re- 
search work, including experiment 
station studies and field trials, on 
the use of antibiotics in ruminant 
feeds was the subject of Dr. W. P. 
Johnson of American Cyanamid Co., 
Pearl River, N. Y. 

Dr. Johnson said that 
effect of Aureomycin on 
calves was established and informa- 
tion on mature ruminants indicated 
a great degree of safety, many ex- 
periments were undertaken to ascer- 
tain the value of antibiotics in grow- 
ing cattle. Various studies were cited, 
including Purdue work showing im- 
provement in growth rate and feed 
conversion with Aureomycin in beef 
cattle rations. 

Dr. Johnson also noted results from 
field trials with cattle in feedlots, 
where results were improved. In

These are not necessarily average 
or typical cases, but they are usual, 
and are presented to illustrate the 
variety of incidents and duties that 
claim the time and attention of the 
manager. 

27 Different Items 

In Case No. 1, at least 27 differ- 
ent items claimed the attention of the 
manager in the one-hour period. Sev- 
eral customers were contacted, loads 
were weighed, tickets were made, 
grain was tested, directions were 
given to mill help, the phone was 
answered, location of customer resi- 
dences was described to truck drivers, 
and attempts were made at study 
and planning. The manager observed 
that “business little slow” on 
that particular day. Obviously, man 
agement time in the sense of plan- 
ning and organizing was scarce on the 
busier days 


Was a 


The manager in Case No. 2 did not 
have as many items to claim his at- 
tention. More time was devoted to 
customers. He made several phone 
calls on buying and selling problems 

In Case No. 3, the manager took 
time to do some customer relations 
work. During the 14-minute visit and 
“coffee break" he was able to survey 
conditions in the community, discuss 
a few recommended practices and one 
specific feeding problem. This seemed 
to be appreciated by the customers, 
and it helped the manager to get a 
feel of his customers’ pulse 


Break-Down of Work 


On the basis of a full day’s activi- 
ties, the following break-down of the 
manager’s work was developed: 


1. Office work (mostly clerical) 40% 
2. Customer service peveseepecse 20% 
3. Instructions to feed mill heip.. 13% 
4. Instructions to office help .. 3% 
5. Handling tickets, orders or

Since many feed mill managers are 
combination owner-managers, as well 
as contributors of labor to the feed 
business, duties become so numerous 
that needed managerial time fre- 
quently is crowded out. How to find 
additional management time is a big 
problem. 

Suggestions 

A close examination of a day's 
schedule will sometimes suggest items 
that could be eliminated or delegated 
to other workers. In one instance, the 
posting of a township map near the 
office door reduced time for instruc- 
tions to haulers. Cross checks on 
bookkeeping might reduce time on 
clerical duties. A partitioned office 
sometimes reduces attention to office 








details. An “organized” coffee break 
may group customer contacts to ad 
vantage. 

The best suggestions can be ar 
rived at by checking your own work 


schedule at different times and then 
having the courage to ask yourself 
the right questions about it. You may 


be able to do more real managing to 
your own profit

Oats Silage and Milk 


If oat silage is fed to high produc 
ing cows, they need more hay o1 
other feed than when they are fed 
either alfalfa or corn silage, accord 
ing to Leo Fryman, extension dairy 
man at the University of Illinois 

In an Illinois experiment, Holstein 
cows producing from 30 to 60 Ib 
milk daily were fed a grain mixture 
containing 15% total protein at the 
rate of 1 lb. for every 4 lb. of 4’ 
milk. They also received 1 Ib. of good 
alfalfa hay daily for every 100 It 
body weight, plus all the silage the;

Usually, dehydrated alfalfa prices 
reach their yearly low in June. This is 
pictured in Exhibit 1, which shows 
graphically the index of seasonal va- 
riation. During the past two decades, 
prices have been higher in July as 
compared to June about three out of 
five years. They have gone up from 
June to September three out of four 
years. 

The index shows a strong seasonal 
for prices. This characteristic is one 
of the serious problems faced by the 
dehydration industry. The index is 
merely a statistical measure of price 
change each year on a percentage or 
ratio basis compared to the trend

would need fortification with miner 
vitamins A, riboflavin, pantothe 
icid and B,
